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LONG SHOTS AT HARLEM. 

Californians were delighted with Chicago 
weather yesterday and said it reminded them 
of the winter atmosphere at home. The sky 
was cloudless, the air cool and bracing. The 
large crowd at Harlem was attracted by the 
probability of a fast track and in this particu- 
lar was not disappointed. Reversals of form 
were to be looked for, as the animals that have 
not raced during the wet spell are naturally 
short of work, while such horses as have tackled 
the heavy going are apt to be muscle sore. 
Anyone could see that an outsider might defeat 
the favorite under such conditions and the 
assurance of a good general play prompted. 
Eighteen regular and two held bookmakers 
“cut in" for two days. Of the fifty-five entries 
for the six races only two were scratched. 

Overland, on the strength of his close race 
with Double Dummy a few days since, was 
always a good second choice to Star and Cres- 
cent. made the favorite in the first race be- 
cause of a private trial and also the fact of his 
having “Skeets’’ Martin on his back. Outside 
jm this pair Alva’s Pet received the strongest 
backing, although considerable money went on 
Troil, the steeplechaser. Another jumper es- 
sayed the flat in Michael Q., but neither of “the 
leppers’’ were prominent in the race. To a good 
start Overland took command, attended by 
John Sack, but Alva’s Pet and Revenge Dare 
quickly passed the first two named. Nearly 
one-half mile from home Star and Crescent 
gained the lead, and galloping from this on he 
won the race as he pleased Overland had been 
ridden close to the inside fence around the 
upper turn, and in the heavy going dropped 
well back, only to come on in the home stretch 
and in a hard drive just nip out Friskal for the 
place. If Colonel Clark’s suspicions of Van- 
camp are taken into consideration, there i 3 a 
possibility that this jockey only cared to win 
the place with Overland, upon which horse one 
bet of $300 for that position was recorded. 
There was an owner once at Garfield Park 
whose horse ran second or third in maiden 
races seventeen times in succession. Revenge 
Dare finished ahead of the bunch behind 
Friskal. 

Pat Dunne furnished in Prince Harry the 
even money favorite for the second race, but 
the best “Skeets” Martin could do with the 
colt was to get him home in fifth position 
many lengths behind the leaders. W. Martin, 
who rode the colt several months ago, said that 
he was a most difficult one to keep going. The 
winner turned up in Iris, who, having plenty 
of speed, was waited with by Rutter and 
through the home stretch easily beat Good 
Hope, who lead the party at the turn for home, 
attended by the favorite. She was also passed 
close in by Stamina. Martha Fox was a fair 
fourth. Mazie V showed to have the foot of the 
others the first sixteenth. 

Plantain was indulged with the lead to the 
middle of the upper turn in the third race, 
where Fervor, always second up to this point, 
headed Bradley’s horse. Candelaria and What 
er Lou had stayed within two lengths of the 
r^^tders, and once in the straight they came on, 
passing the others quickly. Candelaria began 
to hustle at the last eighth, and under whip 
and spur got to What er Lou’s head, but try as 
he would Lester Reiff could get no further, and 
the favorite, hard held, won by a neck. As 
Beauchamp rode on the outside around the 
turn his horse most likely had plenty left. 
Again did the “countrymen” profit by playing 
at 8 to 5 on a horse to show in a four horse race, 
as Plantain beat the tired Fervor out of third 
money. 

Andes won the best betting race of the day 



and proved to be a windfall for the book- 
makers, as he was the longest priced horse. 
Some money went on the winner because of his 
third to G^nna and Falomacita September 25, a 
race wherein Arthur’s colt got a bad start. 
Yesterday he had a lot of speed and spoiled 
several starts by breaking away. Then, when 
Dwyer was about to drop his flag, Tulla 
Fonso wheeled and spoiled all. Again did 
Andes break up a start by his anxiety to lead 
the others. And finally, when the flag fell, not 
to be denied, he quickly gained a lead of two 
lengths over Tulla Fonso. Judge Tarvin was 
off last and that is where he finished, in com- 
pany with Boney Boy, landing lengths behind 
Tulla Fonso, which filly got third money. 
Genna had beaten her three-eighths from home 
but Schreiber’s filly could never catch the flying 
leader, Andes winning off by several lengths. 

To a good start Organ Pilot, carrying whole 
bunches of smart money, ran to the front and 
opened a big gap to the half mile ground on all 
save Inuendo, who hung to him so that on the 
far turn the pair looked to be one horse. Here 
Uarda, third for the preceding quarter, gained 
rapidly and passing the leaders as the last bend 
was made came on strongly, and although chal- 
lenged by Sutton on the end won easily. The 
second horse got away well butT. Murphy, who 
was aboard him, took matters easily and rode 
in the rear around the first turn. Tranby, off 
in the front rank, dropped back in going the 
first half but came on in the home stretch and 
beat Pinar del Rio, who also had started well 
only to be outrun. 

One had thought to see the flurry about 
Judge Steadman that he couldn’t lose. The 
bookies flirting with their patrons at first 
posted 15 to 1 and rubbed clear down to 11 to 5 
before they took any money. The horse finished 
fifth and was never dangerous. Another “good 
thing” presurabably was Jack of Hearts, backed 
from 100 down to 30 to 1. He ran three eighths 
and sat down. Lucid led up the backstretch 
until Necedah came on and stopping her raced 
away in front with Bethlehem Star. The pair 
led to the last hundred yards where Double 
Dummy and Croesus came along and ran first 
and second respectively, Bethlehem Star finish- 
ing third and Necedah fourth. On this race 
the bookmakers “skinned the lamb,” paid off 
in five minutes and all took the first train for 
Chicago. 

Jockey Rose has been denied the privilege of 
attending the Harlem races until such time as 
his suspension is removed. Beyond a doubt he 
is an incorrigible negro lad and withal a dan- 
gerous one. 

Traverser since his “let up” has taken on 
seventy-five pounds of flesh. He is galloping 
and wi-’l be raced inside of ten days. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A lot of yearlings were sohl during the recent 
Doncaster meeting in England, and good prices 
were obtained in a number of cases. For the 
purpose of comparison with American prices we 
give some of the best figures realized : A filly 
by St. Simon— Pannonia, brought $3,000; filly by 
Bend Or— Springtime, $3,000 ; colt by Saraband- 
Mosque, $3,500; filly by Queen’s Birthday— Queen 
of the Florin, $3,00 j; filly by St. Angelo— Ber- 
engeria, $3,000 ; colt by Wellington — Lovelorn, 
$7,250; Model Queen, filly by Lord Lome— The 
Empress, $2,500; colt by St. Simon— Marchioness, 
$1,000; colt by St. Simon— Mimi, $8,700; colt by 
Morion-La Fleche, $13,500; filly by Orme— 
Wedlock, $3,750; filly by Morion — Solesky, 
$1,550; colt by Isinglass— Sweet Lavender, $3,300, 
Simonella filly by St. Simon— Pamela, $6,750; 
filly by St. Serf— Orsova, $3,550; colt by Trenton 
j Golden Agnes, $5,750. The foregoing are the 
best prices, though $1,030 was obtained for a 



number, both colts and fillies. The prices of 
the fillies would seem to indicate that the 
prejudice against them in this country does not 
exist in England to any great extent.— Turf, 
Field and Farm. 

The Victorian Racing Club, of Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, shows no favoritism whatever in the 
matter of strictly enforcing its rules of racing, 
and a recent action of the club furnishes a 
speaking illustration of the fact. The facts in the 
case are as follows : Sir Rupert Clark, of Ruperts- 
wood, one of the most prominent racing men in 
Victoria, owned a pony, Silver Bell, who was 
purchased by the owner’s representative last 
April, and two or three days after the purchase 
was run at the Fitzroy races which are not regis- 
tered by the V. R. C. Under the rules this offense 
called for a disqualification not only of the horse 
which ran, but also of the horses the property 
of the owner. The club rigidly enforced the 
rule, and all of Sir Rupert Clark’s horses are 
under the ban. The committee is determined to 
deal stringently with all persons in any way 
connected with unregistered meetings. By a 
rigid enforcement of the Rules of Racing alone 
can the turf be kept pure, and the club is to be 
commended for its firm stand. The confidence 
of tbe public and all racing men will thus be 
retained.— Spirit of the Times. 

President Aull of the St. Louis Fair Associa- 
tion has arranged a match for fair week be- 
tween the fast little horse Forbush and the 
noted bicycle rider Johnson. The latter will be 
paced by two quad teams, and he is confident 
of his ability to beat the thoroughbred. Trainer 
Tom Nepper, Forbush s handler, promises to 
have the game little son of Free Knight and 
Isabella in shape to run a mile in better than 
1 :43. Tom Eck thinks Johnson will be able to 
ride a mile in the neighborhood of 1 42, provid- 
ing no stiff wind impedes his progress. The 
pacing quads will be made up of the fastest 
riders on the western circuit. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Heliobas, the $10,000 two-year old colt that 
was bought by Bromley & Co. from George 
Whitney, is turned out on a farm near Lexing- 
ton in charge of Sam Reardon. H. E. Leigh 
still controls the colt, and he is reported as 
improving from the illness he contracted at 
O-ikley this summer. Heliobas has not had a 
saddle on his back since the Louisville meeting 
and nothing will be done with him until next 
year. 

H. Eugene Leigh has sold to W. Woodard 
Simon W., ch. h, 6, by Harry O’Fallon— Lady 
Royster. Terms private. Simon W. is a very 
speedy horse, but did not make much show in 
his race on Saturday, Sept. 17, and immediately 
after the race Mr. Leigh sold him. 

The net value of the Garfield stakes, run at 
Harlem Saturday last, was computed to be $1,135 
by Daily Racing Form. It should have been 
put at $1,255, three horses that were named to 
start but were scratched having been required 
to pay the “$40 additional to start.” 

Jockey Pete Clay, who was so severely in- 
jured at Montreal, has recovered sufficiently to 
join his stable, and will be seen in the saddle 
shortly. 

Mr. J. G. Follansb3e has changed his trainer, 
having taken his horses from Albert Cooper 
and given them to Green B. Morris. 

The Friar is to be retired to the stud, as the 
trouble with his hip has increased instead of 
abating.

HAWTHORNE’S BIG RACE. 

Forecaster Cox, United States Signal Service, 
was consulted before the Hawthorne manage- 
ment assigned the date of October 8 for the de- 
cision of the Stallion Stakes. The official as- 
serted that not since the records have been 
kept by the government has there been rain fall 
between the dates of October 5 and 8. Further- 
more, Mr. Cox declared that the possibilities 
of a bright, sunshiny day were better this year 
than ordinarily, because of the excessive rain- 
fall of September. At the time of the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons tight at Carson City the Chicago 
weather clerk, when asked to prognosticate 
the atmospheric conditions of March 
17, 1897, so arranged matters two months 
prior to such date that the day was 
exactly as he predicted it would be. 
Therefore, lovers of horse racing may rest as- 
sured that on October 8 next they will be 
treated to the best the west has afforded this 
year in the shape of a contest participated in 
by youngsters of the highest class. It is true 
that Jean Beraud is not eligible, he having been 
declared by his breeders, Gideon & Daly, and 
W. Overton will uot appear, his sire never hav- 
ing been nominated, but who shall say that the 
winner of this great race will not live longer in 
turf history than either of these two-year-old 
stars of the early season. 

When first it was announced that the Stallion 
Stakes was to be run off at once there went up 
a protest from certain breeders as to negligence 
on the part of the promoters of the race in the 
particular of not advertising the date of declar- 
ations. One of these men argued through the 
columns of a largely circulated newspaper 
that the fair thing to do in justice to all parties 
would be to allow nominators of colts and fillies 
to declare out at any date before the race for, 
say $15 or $20 each entry. He further stated that 
breeders and owners had supposed the race 
declared off. 

Secretary Harry Kuhl states that so far from 
entertaining any idea of declaring off the Stal- 
lion Stakes that at the accustomed time he 
caused to be inserted, in a column devoted by 
the Spirit of the Times to declarations for 
stakes, the regulation notice. He says: “If any 
colt or filly now stands for a forfeit, it is the 
fault of no one save the nominator. We are not 
to blame for the oversight of horsemen.” Of 
course somebody must pay the forfeits of the 
185 still eligible to start. It is not the fiist time 
that owners of horses have taken a chance to 
win a tannery with a shoe string and after the 
chance was gone cried about the hardship of 
paying forfeit. 

As the matter now stands, and should no for- 
feit ever be paid, the winner will receive a 
handsome sum of money. Of the $5,000 in added 
money $4,000 will be his, and added to this the 
$2,855 already paid in for declarations, this 
amount augmented by the $1,000 received for 
stallion entrance fees, much of which accom- 
panied the several nominations. Thus, $7,855 
in cash is now in the hands of the treasurer at 
Hawthorne to be turned over to the owner of 
the winner. Should there be fifteen starters 
the second horse will receive $1,600 and the 
third horse $900. The owner of the sire of the 
winner will receive $750, of the second horse 
$450, of the third horse $300. A marked 
peculiarity in the conditions of the race is the 
fact that the less the number of starters the 
more money for the winning horse, as he gets 
no part of the starting money, but all the for- 
feit money. 

The Chicago Racing Association clearly out- 
lines its policy as to placing racing on the high- 
est plane, not only by the institution of such a

turf feature as the Stallion Stakes, but also by 
the persistency with which its consummation 
has been carried out. Today it is not in sport 
as it was the year wherein the conditions of 
this stake were promulgated and the $5,000 
added money is in comparison a much larger 
sum now than then, as witness the shrinkage in 
value of such stakes as the The American 
Derby. Still, Edward Corrigan and his busi- 
ness associates, instead of allowing the race to 
be forgotten and returning the money in hand 
for declarations, insist on completing the 
scheme, although it is an absolute certainty 
that on the day the race is run there will be a 
deficit in the amout of money, $7,500, necessary 
to be taken in to make the association whole.
